Dead cats spark 
poisoning alert 


POLICE have launched an 
investigation after several 
cats were poisoned within 
weeks. 

Five critically-ill cats have 
been taken to Newmarket’s 
Lida Vets from the George 
Lambton Avenue area of the 
town in as many weeks. The 
last of the cases occurred about 
a week-and-a-half ago. 

The deaths are strongly believed to 
have been caused by antifreeze, as 
the sweet taste attracts cats, but 
causes kidney failure. 

Dr Josh Lida of the Grosvenor Yard 
surgery said: “Every winter, people 
will carelessly pour antifreeze into 
their cars and some of it will fall and 
one thing and another, but this is a 
cluster and there was another cluster 
in Red Lodge, we think.” 

The stricken animals had been 
brought in by clients separately and 
staff noticed the narrowness of the 
area they came from. 

Dr Lida said: “I’m not saying they 
have been deliberately poisoned, but 
to have the deaths all in the same 
area is concerning.” 

He said the owners of the cats had 
been “devastated” by their deaths. 

He added: “By the time they come 
to the surgery, it’s doomed. There is 
absolutely no hope and, of course, 
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we have to tell them that, so they are 
not happy because it’s not a natural 
thing. 

“The cat miaows in the morning to 
say ‘I’m going out’, you do not expect 
to see it dead in the evening or the 
next morning.” 

He said there are antidotes to 
antifreeze, but they have to be 
administered quickly to be effective. 

Dr Lida urged cat owners whose 
pets are looking very depressed and 
uninterested in food to bring them 
straight to their vet. He advised 
people to seal any exposed 
poisonous substances such as 
antifreeze to prevent cats from 
getting at them. 

He added people should warn 
neighbours appearing to be liberal 
with chemical that it is poisonous to 
cats. Three of the cats’ bodies are 
being stored in the freezer of the 
veterinary practice in case of a post¬ 
mortem examination. 

A police spokesman said: “It has 
been reported to police and 
investigations are in their early stages 
and we would be very interested to 
hear from anybody with any further 
information on any related incidents 
or similar-sounding incidents on 
101 .”

HUNDREDS of thousands of 
Anglian Water customers will 
be hit by a hosepipe ban - 
including people living in the 
Newmarket area. 

Anglian Water has announced the 
ban in the drought-hit East of 
England region will start from 
Thursday April 5, just before the 
Easter weekend. 

Others to be affected include 
people living in the Huntingdon and 
Ely areas - and it will be the first time 
hosepipe use has been outlawed for 
more than 20 years. The last time it 
happened was in 1990. 

People who flout the ban could be 
fined up to £1,000. 

Peter Simpson, managing director 
of Anglian Water, said: “Our region 
has had its driest 18 months for a 
century, including two dry winters 
which have robbed us of the rainfall 
we need to refill rivers, reservoirs and 
aquifers.” 

Anglian Water has appealed to its 
customers to be economical with 
water. Mr Simpson said: “Along with 
lots of rain, what we need most of all 
is common sense. 

“This is one of those times when 
everyone needs to pull together and 
help save water, as well as look out for 
relations, neighbours and friends who 
might struggle in some way - perhaps 
lifting a heavy watering can or bucket 
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for example. 

“We are not telling people to stop 
doing what they have to, but to adapt 
their behaviour to reflect the severity 
of the situation.” 

Cambridge Water, which has 
130,000 customers, has stopped short 
of imposing a ban, but has warned 
there is “a medium risk” it may have 
to do so if rainfall remains low. 

The company’s managing director 
Stephen Kay said: “At the present 
time, no formal restrictions are 
necessary. But we are asking 
customers to reduce their usage 
voluntarily. 

“In the home, this can be achieved 
by choosing to have a shower instead 
of a bath, putting a plug in when 
running water and turning the tap off 
in between brushing teeth. 

“In the garden, we’re urging 
customers to restrict the amount of 
watering necessary by planting 
drought-tolerant plants, installing 
water butts and using mulch or water 
retaining crystals. 

“The more we can do to raise 
awareness of the need to save water 
during these times of low rainfall, the 
greater the chance all water 
companies have of avoiding tem¬ 
porary usage bans in the future.” 


What the water restrictions will mean 


AT PRESENT, the ban 
will only apply to 
domestic use of 
hosepipes for things 
like gardening, 
washing cars and 
windows, running 
sprinklers and 
pressure washers, and 
filling paddling pools. 
Businesses operations 
are not affected. 
People can still water 
their gardens if they 
use a watering can, 
not a hose, and can 
still clean their cars, 


provided they use a 
bucket. 

There will be a small 
number of 
exemptions “to 
protect jobs and 
livelihoods and the 
infirm”. People have 
until April 5 to contact 
Anglian Water to 
suggest they should be 
exempt. 

Anglian Water 
customers unsure if 
they are affected or 
not can check by 
keying in their

People who flout the 
ban will be spoken to 
by the company to 
“encourage them to 
adhere to it in the 
future.” 

Water companies have 
the power to fine 
customers up to 
£1,000, but a 
spokesman said: “We 
are confident we will 
not need to use that 
sanction.”

NEWMARKET sausages 
could become the UK’s 
50th protected food 
name by the autumn. 

The famous bangers, 
currently created by Musk’s, 
Powters and Eric Tenant 
Quality Butchers using secret 
recipes unchanged since the 
reign of Queen Victoria, could 
be in line for the EU’s 
Protected Geographical 
Indicator of Origin status - 
provided no objections to the 
bid are made in the coming 
months. 

The European Commission 
has considered the 
application and found it fits 
the bill. 

If no countries or people 
take issue during the six- 
month consultation period, 
the Newmarket sausage will 
be registered as a protected 
food name. 

The Newmarket Sausage 
Association, made up of the 
three companies, submitted 
the bid for the status which 
will protect the name ‘New¬ 
market sausage’ against 
improper use, giving it the 
same status as Parma ham or 
the Melton Mowbray pork 
pie. 

Grant Powter, managing 
director of Powters, said 
registration was by no means 
a fait accompli, but said the 
latest development was a “big 
leap in the right direction”. 

He said: “They (DEFRA) 
certainly are fairly buoyant 
about it and as far as I 
understand it, there could be 
objections but they are not a 
deal breaker, they are not 
necessarily going to stop it. 

“If there were objections or 
queries about it, we would 
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have to address them.” 

He said he hoped it would 
win the sausage more 
national recognition. 

If the bid for protected 
name status is successful, 
bangers wanting to call 
themselves Newmarket 
sausages will have to be 
created within a tight 
geographic area, be at least 
70 per cent meat with a less 
than 20 per cent fat content 
and contain at most three per 
cent of the seasonings 
traditional in the food, which 
include black and white 
pepper, thyme and nutmeg, 
for example. 

Parts of the applications 
which meet the necessary 
conditions for registration are 
published alongside other 
product details in the Official 
Journal of the European 
Union (OJ) by the European 
Commission. 

The OJ said the sausage 
had come into being through 
the tradition of keeping pigs 
at stables where they 
hoovered up waste. 

It said: “Newmarket 
sausages have become 
inextricably linked to horse 
racing, as they were sold as a 
quick hot snack to eat at the 
races and in the various 
hostelries during the racing 
season. 

“Race-goers also bought 
them to take home after the 
event. 

“Their popularity has 
spread beyond the 
racecourse and remain 
popular with the Royal 
Family.” 


Insurers raise £1,444 to help homeless 


STAFF at an insurance provider 
in Newmarket have raised

Dodger, an 18-month-old 
Staffordshire Bull Terrier, was 
rescued by the RSPCA after his 
owner was caught hitting him. 

His owner was prosecuted for 
animal cruelty and banned from 
keeping dogs for 15 years. 

Dodger’s rescuers sought advice 
on his sight problems from the 
AHT. The professionals first 
operated on Dodger’s right eye 
and in February, carried out 
surgery on his left - and things are 
looking good. 

Claudia Hartley, head of small 
animal ophthalmology at the AHT, 
said: “Both of Dodger’s operations 
went very well and we’re confident 
he now has sight in both eyes. 

“It’s an absolute joy to be able to 
help dogs like Dodger, who will 
now hopefully have a much

brighter future. 

“Dodger won the AHT team 
over with his charm and 
affectionate nature. I have two 
Staffies of my own and if I had 
room for another, I’d certainly be 
taking this lovely young chap 
home.” 

Kirstyn Gaunt, deputy manager 
at the RSPCA Block Fen Animal 
Centre in March, where Dodger is 
staying, said: “Dodger is an 
amazing dog and everyone who 


meets him instantly falls in love 
with him. 

“He is just such a loveable 
character and when it was 
discovered he was deaf and 
unable to see clearly, we wanted to 
do all we could to give him a 
second chance. 

“We were all in tears when we 
heard the AHT could carry out the 
operation for him and give him 
the gift of sight again - we are so 
extremely grateful to them.” 

The RSPCA team is seeking a 
new family for the young dog, who 
will be receiving treatment on his 
eyes for the next few weeks. 

Kirstyn said: “Although Dodger 
can now see, he is still completely 
deaf and he’ll need a special 
owner who can understand his 
very specific needs. He has started 
to take on some basic sign 
language and he is a fast learner.

120mph crash 
driver is jailed

A DRIVER who killed a couple in a 
horrific collision has been jailed for four 
years by a judge, who concluded that he 
fell asleep at 120mph while travelling on 
the wrong side of the road. 

Ben Edwards was 21 years old when, fuelled by a 
night of drinking, he dozed off at the wheel and 
drove his Mercedes sports car into a couple’s 
vehicle as they were heading off for a dream 
holiday in the Dominican Republic. 

Edwards was found guilty last month at a trial 
which heard how he caused the deaths of father of 
twin girls Paul Adams, 40, and Kathryn Dunn, 26, 
as they made their way along the A142 Fordham 
bypass in their Mercedes CLK. 

Sentencing him at Cambridge Crown Court, 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth said of the crash: “Fate 
has rarely been so cruel.” 

But Kym Scott, sister of Paul Adams, told the 
Weekly News no sentence would “make up for our 
loss”. 

Edwards, now 26, of Northfield Road, Soham, 
suffered horrific neurological injuries and was in a 
coma after the crash on March 11, 2007. 

He was on his way home from De Niro’s 
nightclub in Newmarket and was lOmg over the 
legal drink-drive limit and had traces of cannabis 
in his blood. 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, said it had been hard 
for Edwards to plead guilty because he had no 
memory of the crash. Judge Hawkesworth 
concluded Edwards had fallen asleep at the wheel 
while travelling at 120mph on the wrong side of 
the road. 

He said: “The impact on the families of these 
two persons was immeasurable and grievous. I 
would be failing in my public duty if I did not 
impose a substantial sentence. [But] it will be seen 
as little compensation.” 

Speaking on behalf of both families after the 
sentencing, Kym said: “It has been a long and 
difficult five years for all of us. No sentence is 
enough to make up for our loss. We struggle every 
day to come to terms with what has happened.” 

Edwards was also banned from driving for five 
years and will have to take his test again. 



Plans to build 100 homes on former 
allotments delayed amid concerns 


PLANS to build almost 100 homes 
on former allotment land in 
Soham have been postponed 
following concerns from residents 
and councillors. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
was expected to approve Hopkins 
Homes Ltd’s proposals to build on 
land north-west of Regal Drive, 
off Fordham Road, when it met 
last Wednesday. 

The plans, which were 
submitted in November last year, 
involve building 96 homes, of 
which 29 would be affordable 
housing, plus an area of open 
space with a play area. 

But members voted to defer a 
decision on the plans due to there 
being “too many unanswered 
questions”. 

Chairman of the committee, 
Cllr Philip Read, who represents 


Sutton, was worried about the 
site’s close proximity to an 
industrial area, and in particular 
the risk of fire. 

He said: “I have concerns about 
how close some of these homes 
are to the industrial area. 

“We know there is a paint depot 
there and a unit which stores 
heating fuel. 

“I can’t relax with this until we 
know for sure that these homes 
are not at risk of fire or an 
explosion. We saw how dangerous 
this can be only a few years ago in 
Littleport and we can’t allow the 
same to happen again.” 

Members were also worried 
about roads on the development 
not being adopted and parking 
arrangements. 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who 
represents Ely North, said: “We 
can see in the plans that the 


houses will have car ports but I 
know what will end up 
happening. 

“People will park their cars on 
the road outside their home, half 
on the road and half on the 
pavement. There are too many 
things worrying me at this stage 
and there are too many 
unanswered questions.” 

The committee heard how the 
council had received five letters of 
objection from residents, who 
were worried about the increase 
in traffic in Fordham Road and 
the impact the development 
would have on their own homes 
and privacy. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, whose ward is 
Stretham, proposed to defer a 
decision on the plans for further 
discussions to take place. 

The proposal was voted on 
unanimously by the committee.

Man hit 92mph 
in his new Mazda 
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‘I’m sorry, I was excited’, driver tells court 


A SPEEDING motorist was 
caught doing almost 
lOOmph in his new car 
just hours after he had 
bought it. 

Shamefaced Alan Bavey told 
Cambridge magistrates he 
“wanted to see how fast it would 
go” and apologised after 
pleading guilty to speeding. 

The court heard Bavey, of 
Isinglass Close, in Newmarket, 
had bought his new Mazda 6 on 
October 2 last year and decided 
to take his father-in-law out for a 
spin. 

A police officer caught him 
doing 92mph on the A1304 at Six 
Mile Bottom, heading towards 
Cambridge. The road has a 
60mph limit. 

Representing himself, he said: 
“I was excited I had a new car. I

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picked it up in the morning and I 
know it is no excuse, but I 
wanted to see how fast it would 
go. I don’t race around the 
countryside; I am normally a 
very safe driver and I am sorry.” 

Cambridge magistrates decided 
not to disqualify Bavey from 
driving and instead issued him 
with six penalty points on his 
licence. He was also fined £335 
and ordered to pay £70 court 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Sue Thompson, presiding 
magistrate, said: “This is a very 
high speed. If you get caught 
speeding again you will 
definitely lose your licence.” 

The Mazda 6, described as a 
“family sports car”, has a top 


speed of 134mph and costs 
about £20,000. 

A second man appeared at the 
same court, also pleading guilty 
to speeding in the Newmarket 
area. 

Robert Wilson, of Canons 
Close, Thetford, was driving on 
the All towards Newmarket on 
October 19 last year at excessive 
speeds. 

Although the road has a 
70mph limit, Wilson was driving 
a van that can legally be driven 
only at 60mph. Police caught 
him driving at 96mph. 

Wilson, who also represented 
himself, he said: “I can make 101 
excuses, but I put my hands up - 
I was speeding.”

I T was a perfectly 
ordinary working 
day Celine Pinter 
was sitting at her desk 
as usual, typing away 
at the computer. And 
then, out of the blue, 
a searing pain 
pierced her head - a 
pain so terrible, it 
froze her to the spot. 

“There was no warning: 
it was instant, as if some¬ 
one had thrown boiling 
water over me,” remem¬ 
bers the 45-year-old. “It felt 
like a big dagger had been 
driven through the top of 
my head, through my eye, 
my nose, my mouth and 
into my neck. 

“I didn’t know what was 
happening: was I having a 
stroke? Or a brain 
haemorrhage? 

“The pain is hard to 
describe. It’s sharp, 
stabbing... It’s a 10/10 
pain. Since then I’ve 
actually smashed teeth 
while having an attack. It’s 
immobilising.” 

Although she didn’t 
know it at the time, Celine 
was suffering the 
symptoms of an incredibly 
rare brain condition. 
Known as SUNA 
(technically Strictly Uni¬ 
lateral Neuralgiform head- 
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aches with Autonomic 
symptoms), it has seen her 
suffer up to 600 paralysing 
headaches a day, each 
lasting a minute and 
occurring at minute 
intervals. 

Celine tried everything 
to control the pain: 
umpteen anti-epilepsy 
meds; research drugs yet 
to be licensed; intravenous 
anaesthetic, normally 
reserved for end-of-life 
cancer care. But nothing 
seemed to work. 

“My life had hit the 
buffers,” says the mum-of- 
two, from Girton. “It got to 
the stage where I couldn’t 
really do anything. I 
couldn’t work. I couldn’t 
drive. I couldn’t shop or 
cook: I was on so much 
medication I wasn’t even 
safe to use sharp knives. 

“Saying it like that, it 
sounds quite miserable, 
doesn’t it?” 

But now - thanks to a 
combination of ground¬ 
breaking brain surgery and 
sheer strength of character 
- Celine has got her life 
back. 

In June of last year, she 
underwent a four-hour 
operation to embed 16 
electrodes along a nerve 


pathway in her brain, 
which, in turn, connect to 
an electronic stimulator 
(similar to a pace-maker) 
powered by a battery pack 
inserted into her chest. 

Thanks to a hand-held 
wireless controller, Celine 
can control the electric 
pulses to the electrodes in 
her head; the pulses 
interrupt the pain signals 
emitted by the nerve and, 
as a result, both the 
frequency and intensity of 
Celine’s headaches are 
dramatically reduced. 

“Compared to this time 
last year, life now is 
unbelievable, vastly 
different,” she smiles. 

“It’s still in no way a 
normal life: I can still have 
up to 150 headaches a day. 
But it is so, so much better. 
I can work again. And I can 
be a mum again. 

“I still have episodes 
which mean I have to be 
hospitalised - but they last 
for eight hours, rather than 
eight days.” 

Celine’s battle with 
headaches began when 
she was just 15, with the 
onset of migraines. “I had 
all the usual symptoms: 
pain, visual disturbance 
... But I was able to treat it 
with over-the-counter 
medication.” 

Then, in her late 30s, the 
headaches went up a gear 


- becoming what’s known 
as hemiplegic migraines, 
which cause one side of 
the body (in this case, 
Celine’s left side) to 
paralyse or become weak 
and floppy. 

Five years ago, aged 40, 
the first SUNA episode 
occurred. “My doctor sent 
me straight to 
Addenbrooke’s and they 
tested for everything from 
Multiple Sclerosis to brain 
tumours. Eventually they 
got it down to a family of 
conditions, but they still 
couldn’t pinpoint which 
one I had. 

“I was in so much pain, I 
didn’t really know what 
was going on. When you 
watch Casualty you see 
someone being wheeled in 
with a broken leg and the 
doctor shouts ‘Get me 5mg 
of morphine’. I was on 5- 
lOmg of morphine three or 
four times a day, and it 
didn’t even touch the 
pain.” 

Celine was prescribed 
anti-epilepsy drugs, often 
used to treat patients 
suffering from 
neuralgiform headaches. 
“Bizarrely they advise you 
not to take too many 
painkillers, because then 
you can get a headache 
from painkiller over-use.” 

But the medication was 
pretty ineffectual. Things 
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had 600 
day 


came to a head when 
Celine was offered a drug 
known to have some 
frightening possible side- 
effects: “I was told I might 
lose my extremities - my 
fingers and toes. I’ve got 
two children; I just thought 
1 can’t do this’. But, equally, 
I couldn’t live with the pain: 
that wasn’t an option 
either.” 

Referred to the National 
Hospital for Neurology and 
Neurosurgery in London, 
Celine admits she was in a 
desperate state. “It was 
amazing to be in a place 
where people were saying 
‘Ah, yes, we’ve seen this 
kind of thing before’. But 
they didn’t know exactly 
what my condition was, so 
they took me off all 
medication - back to the 
raw state, one headache 
every other minute - and 
began a drug trial.” 

By process of 
elimination - trying a 
whole series of 
medications, each known 
to impact on a different 
form of neuralgiform 
headache - the experts 
diagnosed Celine with 
SUNA. Along with the pain, 
which occurs on the left 
side of her head, face and 
neck, she displays physical 
(autonomic) symptoms: 
her left eyelid droops, her 
eye begins to weep and her 
face flushes. 

“After the diagnosis, the 
consultant told me I’d got a 
10 per cent chance of 
becoming pain free. He 
walked out round the 
curtain and my pastor 
walked in: of all days, he’d 
chosen that day to visit. 

“I can remember saying 
‘I’ve only got a 10 per cent 
chance of living pain free. 
We’d better go downstairs 
and start praying: we’ve got 
lots of work to do’... 

“In that moment I 
realised I had to find a way 
to get round this.” 

Celine, who is a member 
of Girton’s Baptist Church, 
says her faith has been a 
constant source of 
strength. “I know it sounds 
a bit cheesy, but it really 
has sustained me through 
some very dark times. 

“And I wouldn’t have 
coped without my family, 
my friends, amazing 
medical staff and a support 
group called Ouch: I call 
them Team Pinter.” 

Another series of anti¬ 
epilepsy drugs followed 
and, while all proved 
reasonably effective short¬ 
term, Celine soon became 
immune to each one in 
turn. 


“There was a list of 
medications I could take. I 
knew each one would only 
work for so long, but I 
thought it would take 10 
years to work through the 
list. In fact it took about a 
year and a half.” 

Celine, now centre 
manager for a training and 
employment provider in 
Cambridge, managed to 
continue working with her 
previous employer until the 
January of last year, when 
her health hit an all-time 
low. 

“From January to June it 
was the worst it’s ever been. 
I was spending two weeks 
at a time in hospital on 
lidocaine treatment - an 
intravenous anaesthetic 
treatment, normally reser¬ 
ved for cancer patients in 
the end stages of life. 

“It makes you kind of 
numb: you don’t feel any 
pain at all.” 

Celine says her 
deterioration had an 
enormous impact on the 
whole family, most of all 
Ranko, her husband, and 
their two children, Anna, 
now 14, and David, 8. “My 
daughter is the organiser. 
She was the one who knew 
instantly when I needed an 
ambulance. We constantly 
had a bag packed for the 
hospital, because I might 
need to go there any time.” 

Having reached the end 
of the road with medica¬ 
tions, Celine’s only remain¬ 
ing option was a radical 
surgical procedure. “We 
had to apply to the ‘except¬ 
ional conditions panel’ at 
the Primary Care Trust to 
get permission and initially 
they said no; they 
recommended further 
testing on the treatment. 
But we pleaded with them: 
I’d got to the bottom of all 
my resources.” 

Just three weeks after the 
PCT approved the op, 
Celine went under the 
knife in London. The 16 
electrodes were implanted 
along the occipital nerve, 
which runs along the base 
of the brain, and the 
stimulator with its battery 
pack was inserted into her 
chest, just below the 
collarbone. 

Although the surgery 
was major, Celine was 
home within two days. And 
she says the electrodes 
eased her pain immediate¬ 
ly, from the moment she 
woke up from anaesthetic. 

“It has been life-chang¬ 
ing. I can’t thank the doc¬ 
tors enough - especially my 
specialist, Manjit Matharu, 
and Mr Watkins who did 


the surgery.” 

By September, Celine 
was back at work. “I find 
people jobs, particularly 
the long-term 
unemployed. To be able to 
carry on doing what you’re 
skilled at - and to help 
people at the same time - 
enriches your life. 

“I owe a lot to my 
employers, who are very 
supportive. I do still have 
attacks; I have good days 
and bad days. They are 
understanding about that.” 

Celine still requires 
lidocaine treatment at 
intervals. It gives her a 
short spell completely 
pain-free: “I get a little 
holiday from the pain, if 
you like.” 

A few weeks ago, when 
returning from a lidocaine 
session, she left a bag full of 
vital kit in the back of a taxi. 
It included the equipment 
she relies on to recharge 
the battery pack in her 
chest - it will go flat in a 
matter of days without a 
charging boost - and the 
hand-held controller. 

“I wasn’t in the best state 
when I came out of the 
hospital,” explains Celine. 
“And when I realised the 
bag was missing I felt 
desperate.” Despite ringing 
round cab firms and 
placing an appeal in our 
sister paper, the Cambridge 
News, the kit never turned 
up. 

If the battery had gone 
flat, the only option would 
have been surgery to 
replace it. But, thankfully, 
the medical team in 
London managed to get a 
new charger kit flown over 
from Holland. 

“I can’t tell you how 
brilliant they are. You even 
have a special headache 
nurse, who’s on call 24 
hours a day if you need her. 

“I’m in a good spell now,” 
adds Celine. “When you’ve 
got a condition like this you 
learn to live minute to 
minute, hour to hour; I 
always feel I’m living on 
borrowed time, until the 
next bad patch comes 
along. 

“But I’m back doing the 
job I love. And I’m able to 
spend time with my child¬ 
ren: to do the simple things 
that I couldn’t before, like 
going to school assemblies. 
I really value all that. 

“For the first time in four 
years, I can honestly say I 
feel positive about die 
future.”

The Maccabees, who play 
Cambridge Corn Exchange on 
Monday, March 19, look to be 
stepping up a league with their 
third album. Frontman Orlando 
Weeks tells The Guide how Given 
To The Wild turned out to be the 
record they'd been longing to 
make 

T’S a bit early to start crowing 

about the best album of 2012. 

But barely a week into the year, The 
Maccabees unveiled an album that will 
almost certainly dominate end-of-year 
polls in 11 months’ time. 

It’s almost five years since the London 
five-piece released their debut album 
Colour It In- a spiky, angular set of songs, 
heavily influenced by the likes of XTC, 
Magazine and early Blur. 

It was charming in its naivety and 
perfectly enjoyable, but while many bands 
sound at their most exciting on their debut, 
The Maccabees seemed as if they were 
being held back. 

The follow-up Wall Of Arms arrived two 
years later and delivered on so much of 
that early promise. It was produced by 
Markus Dravs, who had previously worked 
with Bjork, Coldplay and Arcade Fire, and 
was a real step ‘up. 

“With the new one, it definitely feels 
like we’ve achieved some of the things 
Wall Of Arms was pointing at. It’s to do 
with being more articulate,” says frontman 
Orlando Weeks. 

“And we’re so much more confident 
now, we can get closer to the thing that we 
envisage. 

“When we started, we’d say things like 
‘We want it to sound watery, but with a bit 


more punch to it’, to a producer. Now, 
instead of saying that, we can ask for 
certain reverbs or delays, or accurately 
describe a mood. We’ve got our heads 
around production, basically, and have the 
confidence to finally sound how we want 
to.” 

Given To The Wild was partly recorded 
in the band’s own studio, and partly at 
Rockfield, in Monmouth, the legendary 
venue where the likes of Oasis, Manic 
Street Preachers, The Stone Roses and Paul 
Weller made some of the 90s’ best albums, 
and also where Queen recorded Bohemian 
Rhapsody. 

“It’s not nearly as intimidating as I 
thought it would be,” says Weeks. “But it’s 
a very special place, incredible. 

“The reverb chambers are amazing, 
some of the gear there was essential to this 
record. We didn’t want to go to a new 
sterile studio, and Rockfield isn’t like that 
at all. It’s a residential place, so naturally 
very homely and welcoming.” 


The new album took its time, with some 
recordings dating back two years. And 
Weeks admits that for a long time it was a 
work in progress. 

“We all knew how we wanted the album 
to sound, but it meant after that realisation 
that the real job of making the record was 
piecing all these things together, and 
stealing bits from the demos that we 
couldn’t better. 

“The trick is obviously not making it 
sound patchwork, even though it is.” 

It’s a trick they seem to have mastered - 
one of Given To The Wild's biggest 
strengths is its cohesion as an album. 

Ahead of the tour, Weeks said: “Some of 
the songs on Given To The Wild we haven’t 
worked out how to play yet. We didn’t want 
to concern ourselves with that when we 
were recording them.” 

They’re sure to have ironed out those 
issues come Monday night.

It's the full Monty 
in Don's garden 


S PRING is one of 
Monty Don’s 
favourite times of the 
year, when primroses, 
daffodils, fritillaries and 
tulips emerge in his 
beautiful garden at 
Longmeadow. 

It’s a sight he won’t enjoy 
alone, as two million viewers 
who tune into Gardeners ’ World 
every week will be invited to 
share the many glories of his 
two-acre garden, which is 
divided into 19 sections and last 
year became the new base of the 
hit gardening programme. 

For nine months of the year, 
from February to November, TV 
crews film in his garden in the 
Herefordshire Marches, eight 
miles from the Welsh border. 

The nurtured space will be 
revealed in the new series of 
Gardeners ’ World, which started 
last week on BBC Two, and is 
accompanied by a tie-in book, 
Gardening At Longmeadow. 

Don, the programme’s main 
presenter, admits that opening up 
his own two-acre private garden 
to the cameras hasn’t come

without its drawbacks, but the 
pros far outweigh the cons. 

“The good thing is I have no 
journey, the downside is that I 
live above the shop. I never turn 
off from it.” 

The film crew aren’t allowed 
in the house, the TV equipment is 
stored in an outhouse when not 
in use. Don may have allowed the 
cameras in, but he’s in charge of 
the garden. For the last five 
years, he and his wife Sarah have 
had no help at all, until the BBC 
insisted on it. Don now has two 
full-time gardeners to assist. 

“The slight downside of that 
means I do less gardening 
because there’s less to do. It’s a 
bit like having a chef in the 
kitchen asking if I’d like a 


poached egg, when I could quite 
easily poach one myself.” 

But he remains the master of 
his own domain. “Nobody tells 
me what to do in my own garden. 
People are genuinely helping me 
rather than doing it themselves 
and then telling me about it.” 

Filming takes place one or two 
days in the week, depending on 
what’s happening in the garden, 
although sometimes filming has 
taken three or even four days a 
week. And Don has had to 
compromise in some measure as 
to how he wants his garden to be, 
for the sake of the programme. 

It’s a complicated, large, full 
garden - no big lawns, no empty 
spaces, even the orchard has 39 
apple trees. 

“We’ve had to widen quite a 
lot of paths which are perfectly 
good for wheeling a wheelbarrow 
down. But by the time you get a 
camera crew with a tripod and a 
sound recordist with size 12 feet 
and a director with a monitor, 
you can have six people behind 
the camera or more, and then 
tracks and a jib. The original 
paths can’t accommodate all that. 

“We’ve had to widen a number 


of paths and we still are. Where 
we’ve had grass paths, we’ve had 
to put hard paths. As with any 
public place, the equation has 
had to change with volume.” 

At any one time, 90 per cent of 
the garden needs to look good, 
which can be difficult to achieve, 
he reflects, “but I do try to show 
the camera where things go 
wrong and show the human side 
of it, rather than making it a 
show garden, because it’s not a 
show garden.” 

This year, Don will be creating 
a pond in the Damp Garden and 
is looking forward to seeing the 
fruits of last year’s labours with 
great swathes of colour in the 
Jewel Garden and elsewhere. 

“The key thing is the rhythm 
and cycle of the year of 
gardening. It’s not like a house 
which you refurbish and decorate 
and it’s done. The garden’s never 
done, it’s always changing and 
adapting.”

VOLKSWAGEN'S new 
Cross Coupe made its 
debut at the Geneva 
Motor Show last week 
with an incredibly frugal 
plug-in hybrid drive- 
train. 

The Cross Coupe Concept is 
powered by an alliance of a 
turbodiesel direct injection 
engine (TDI) and two electric 
motors. Its combined fuel 
consumption in the New 
European Driving Cycle is a 
sensationally low 157mpg. This 
translates into C02 emissions 
of just 46g/km - in a powerful 
SUV with a top speed of 
137mph. 

Also launched in Geneva 
was the Polo BlueGT, which 


uses ACT cylinder deactivation 
for the first time in a 
production Volkswagen to 
combine dynamic perfor¬ 
mance with extreme fuel 
efficiency 

The turbocharged 1.4-litre 
four-cylinder engine produces 
136bhp, yet returns a 
combined fuel use figure of 
60mpg, and emits a forecasted 
108g/km of C02. 

Opt for the seven-speed DSG 
transmission, and fuel 
consumption drops to a 
forecasted 62.8mpg and C02 
emissions of 105g/km. Top 
speed is 130mph and zero to 
62mph takes 7.9 seconds. 

At the heart of the Polo 
BlueGT is the first of the new 
EA211 series of engines, due to

be standard in the new 
modular transverse matrix 
(MQB) that will underpin 
future Volkswagens. 

Under light and medium 
loads, the second and third 
cylinders are automatically 
shut down, producing fuel 
savings of up to 1 litre every 60 
miles at a constant 30mph - 
and even at 44mph in fifth 
gear, around 0.7 litres per 60 
miles can be saved. 

Cylinder deactivation occurs 
at engine speeds of between 
1,250 and 4,000rpm, and at 
torque outputs of 25 to lOONm 
(18 to 74lbs ft). If the driver 
presses the accelerator pedal, 
the two cylinders are 
imperceptibly reactivated. All 
mechanical switchovers occur 
within 13 to 36 milliseconds, 


depending on engine 
speed. The multifunction dis¬ 
play in the instrument binn¬ 
acle lets drivers know when 
cylinders are deactivated. 

While the cylinder deacti¬ 
vation is so unobtrusive that 
only the driver might know 
about it, the Polo BlueGT itself 
is distinguished both inside 
and out by various styling 
cues. On the outside, there are 
multi-spoke 17-inch alloys and 
GT badges front and rear. The 
suspension is lowered by 
15mm. 

Inside, as in the Polo GTI, 
the roof lining is in black, 
while both driver and 
passenger sit on bespoke 
BlueGT sports seats.

THE heartbeat at the centre of 
Mercedes-Benz’s presence at the 
Geneva Motor Show last week is 
the world premiere of the new A- 
Class. 

The company is opening up a 
whole new chapter in the compact 
segment: markedly emotive in 
design, with powerful engines 
ranging from 109bhp to 211 bhp, 
and extremely efficient, with 
emissions from just 99g of 
C02/km. The standard spec 
includes, among other things, the 
radar-based Collison Prevention 
Assist system. 

‘A is for Attack: the A-Class is a 
clear statement of the new dy¬ 
namism of the Mercedes-Benz 
brand,” explains Dr Dieter Zetsche, 
chairman of Daimler AG and head 
of Mercedes-Benz Cars. “It is 
completely new, down to the last 
detail. In automotive development, 
it’s not often you get the chance to 
start with a clean sheet of paper. 
For the first time, the performance 
specialists from AMG were in¬ 
volved in the development of the 
compact class from a very early 
stage.” 

The result is the most dynamic 
version of the new model series - 
the A-Class Sport ‘engineered by 


AMG’, in which the visual affinity 
to the Concept A-Class is at its 
most evident. A broad range of 
both petrol and diesel engines 
includes, for the first time, a 
Mercedes-Benz which will 
produce just 99g/km of C02. 

The bandwidth of the new 
generation of petrol engines with a 
displacement of 1.6 and 2.0-litres 
ranges from 115bhp in the A180 
and 156bhp in the A 200 through 
to 211 bhp in the A 250. Common 
to all is the combination of direct 
injection and exhaust gas 
turbocharging, a more advanced 
combustion process and an 
extended stratification range for 
lean-burn operation that uses fast¬ 
acting injectors for the multiple 
injection of the fuel as well as on- 
demand multi-spark ignition. 

The diesel engines also benefit 
from sophisticated injection 
technology and turbocharging. The 
A180 CDI offers an output of 
109bhp and a maximum torque of 
up to 250Nm, while the A 200 CDI 
has a maximum output of 136bhp 
and torque that rises to 300 Nm. 
The A 220 CDI has a displacement 
of 2.2 litres, an output of 170bhp 
and torque of 350Nm, delivering 
exceptional performance.
